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FOLKLORE CLASSIFICATION

INTRODUCTION 


General library classifications usually separate some portions of folklore from 
others to satisfy the needs of their broader view and adapt themselves chiefly to 
the purpose of classifying books. The present classification is designed especial- 
ly for those who have a special interest in folklore, bringing into a unified sys- 
tem all those materials which are commonly regarded as folklore. It is adapted 
to the classification of books, articles, cards and papers in a manuscript archive, 
other printed and written materials, pictures, films, photographic slides, sound 
recordings, museum pieces, and other records or objects of folklore materials, 
studies about them, works on their background, and their application to other 
fields. 

The words group, category, type, form, division, and subdivision have been 
chosen to designate the different ranks of headings, in order of decreasing im- 
portance. Capital letters, A to Z, designate the different groups. Hundred 
numbers, 000 to 900, show the principal categories in each group. Ten numbers, 
00 to 90, indicate the types in each category. Unit numbers, 0 to 9, correspond 
to the forms in each type. The chief divisions of each form are shown in tenths, 
0 to .9, and their subdivisions in hundredths, .00 to .99, which may be further 
subdivided into thousandths, .000 to .999. If it should prove desirable to intro- 
duce further subdivisions, a second decimal point may be added, and after it 
three numbers, then a third decimal point and three more numbers, and so on: 
A 000.000.000.000 etc. 

Classification in the various parts of the folklore field has developed very 
unequally. Best developed is that in the prose narrative, with the great sys- 
tem of indexes in Folklore Fellows Communications. The most comprehensive 
of these is Stith Thompson, Motif-Index of Folk-Literature. Unfortunately, the 
present classification, whose principal sections are the major categories of folk- 
lore (myth, legend, tale, ballad, etc.), well established by long and general 
use of those who work in the field, cannot be made to coincide entirely with this 
fine index of Thompson, though such can be done, and has been done, in the 
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category of Myth. Likewise, the category of Tale has been maae w coincide 
with Aarne-Thompson, Types of the Folktale. It is the policy of the present 
classification to follow, rather than depart from, any classifications of parts of 
the field which have gained general acceptance, like those of Myth, Tale, and 
Speech. In some parts of the field, scholarship has made some progress toward 
establishing the principal types and forms, but not to the extent of any compre- 
hensive classification which has gained general acceptance. In such cases, as in 
the excellent synthesis by Archer Taylor, The Proverb, the accomplishments of 
scholarship in those parts of the field have been followed as much as possible. 
In other cases, it has been necessary simply to adhere to a logical order of com- 
prehensive, abstract terms, as in the categories of Legend and Game. In other 
areas, as in Ballad and Music, such is the diversity of the materials, of the opin- 
ions of scholars, or of both, that little progress has been made toward establish- 
ing any generally agreeable system of types and forms, and none has been 
attempted here. The present classification makes no claim of completeness. It 
follows paths which are well established, indicates the rest of the field in skele- 
ton form, and offers a general plan of correlation of all the parts into a unified 
whole, but leaves many areas still to be explored and developed. 

There are many interrelations among the various parts of folklore and its 
classification, some of which have been indicated by cross-references. Sometimes 
the materials of different sections can be classified in the same way, at least in 
part. Correlations can be shown in the numbering system and in the terms used. 
In some cases, it is possible to make the numbering systems coincide exactly in 
the correlated sections, beginning with the hundred numbers, as in Belief P 200, 
P 400, and P 500, like Myth B 200, Legend B 400, and Custom F 500. Some- 
times only partial agreement of numbers can be established: “Crucial moment 
in life cycle” appears in Song C 340, in Custom F 540, and in Dance C 434. 
In Song C 300 and Custom F 500, only the ten numbers, 40, could be made 
to coincide. In most cases, the numbers cannot be made to coincide at all, but 
they can be brought into correlation by adding, after the number of one section, 
a decimal point followed by the numbers elaborated in another section. Such is 
the case in Dance C 400, in which “Crucial moment in life cycle” must bear the 
number C 434, which coincides in no way with C 340 or F 540, but can be cor- 
related with F 540, where this type of material is best elaborated, by adding, 
for example, .546, from F 546 Death, so that the number C 434.546 signifies 
Dance C 400 related to a “Crucial moment in life cycle’ C 434, namely, 
“Death,” C 434.546. The same system of decimal linking can be used to cor- 
relate one section interested in the form and another section interested in the 
function of the same folklore material. This use of this system has been elabo- 
rated rather fully in the present classification only in the cases of Verse, which 
is assembled as a unit for interest in its form in C 700 and C 800, and is carried 
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out, for its functional interest, to other major sections. The same could be done 
with other form units, such as art and craft, which have been referred to in some 
other sections, but whose functional interests could be carried out more fully, 
like those of verse. 

General A, Geographic G, or Linguistic L subdivisions may be desired at 
any point in the classification, although the folklorist should remember that his 
science is basically the comparative study of folklore forms, and he should al- 
ways be sure that it would not be more advantageous to carry out further sub- 
divisions of the forms of folklore before he deviates to non-folkloric subdivisions 
like Geography and Language. Since these subdivisions are not along the 
lines of division of folklore materials themselves, their numbers are added to the 
numbers to which they are applied, not after a decimal point, but after the 
small form of the capital letter which designates their group: small a for A Gen- 
eral, small g for G Geography, and small / for L Language. The general head- 
ings are elaborated at the beginning of the classification, under A General Folk- 
lore. The geographic and linguistic headings are elaborated under G and L. 
These headings, like those of the materials of folklore, are not elaborated in 
complete detail, but only in a sufficiently full skeleton form to indicate the 
lines along which further elaboration may be made. Examples of the application 
of these non-folkloric subdivisions are given under A, A 200, and S. An ex- 
ample of the detail in which elaboration of the classification would be possible, 
but not probable, is C 434.549 a 660 1 736 g 734.3 Classification ( a 660) of 
the war ( .549) dances ( C 434) of the Cherokee Indians ( 1 736) of North 
Carolina ( g 734.3). 

When items become numerous under a single heading, below the classifica- 
tion number another numbering system, for individual items, may be intro- 
duced. This system may begin with hundred numbers, and may be amplified 
through tens, units, tenths, hundredths, thousandths, filling in the numbers, 
from 1 to 9, in one column, and proceeding, from column to column, from left to 
right: 000.000.000.000 and so on. Four items under one heading may be num- 
bered 200, 400, 600, and 800. If five more items appear, they may be num- 
bered 100, 300, 500, 700, and 900. If three more items appear, closely related 
to items 100, 200, and 300, respectively, they may be numbered 120, 220, and 
320. If a new item appears, which belongs between 199 and 200, it may be as- 
signed the number 199.5. If one appears which belongs between 199.9 and 200, 
it may be numbered 199.95. Numbers may be expanded always to the right, 
to keep each item in its proper place. After a considerable number of items 
has been accumulated under one heading, further subdivisions in the classifica- 
tion number of that heading should be considered. After items have been re- 
distributed under the further classification subdivisions established, new item 
numbers, in smaller groups, may be assigned to them. Classification numbers 
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bring together all materials of similar nature. Item numbers maintain in proper 
order all materials of similar nature, each with its individual number. The order 
of item numbers indicates future subdivisions in classification. 

The question often arises of whether certain materials should be classified in 
one section or another. This question can often be resolved by determining 
which section’s topic is in greatest accord with the major interest of the materials 
as presented in each case. Materials about a fox belong in Myth if they are 
concerned chiefly with narratives about his origin, form, nature, and innate 
traits, in Legend if they are chiefly narratives about the adventures of a certain 
individually named fox, in Tale if they are chiefly narratives about adventures 
applicable to any fox typical of his class, in Art and Craft if the fox generically 
is treated chiefly as an object of hunting, in Food if the interest is primarily in 
his preparation for human consumption, in Belief if the primary concern is with 
his use in the preparation of remedies, in Speech if major attention is given to the 
folk names for him, etc. Frequently this question can be settled by determin- 
ing whether the major interest in the presentation of the materials is in form or 
function; for example, materials on musical instruments are classified under Art 
and Craft if the major interest is in their manufacture, under Music if the 
major interest is in the way they are played and the kind of music they produce. 

This classification is by no means complete. It indicates at certain points 
some lines of possible expansion. It is open to future revision. Its use will in- 
dicate its shortcomings, and its users are cordially invited to call them to the 
attention of the author.

The general headings of group A may be introduced into the classification at any 
point by adding, after the number at that point, the small letter a, followed by the 
numbers of the A headings needed: C 300a420 Individual publications of 
folksong materials; a periodical like American speech could be classified under 
Sa320; B433a850 Use of legends of secular heroes in education. Geographic 
headings may be introduced into the classification at any point, as under A 200 
Bibliography, by adding, after A 200, the small letter g, followed by the numbers 
of the G (Geography) headings: A 200g 382 Bibliography of Australian folk- 
lore. Under G Geography, approximate divisions of the major areas of the world 
are made longitudinally: the 30 degree meridian, in the Atlantic ocean, divides 
America from Europe and Africa; the international date line, about 180 degrees, 
in the Pacific ocean, divides America from Asia; and the 60 degree meridian 
following the Ural Mountains and the Iran-Afghanistan border, divides Asia 
from Europe, the Near East, and Africa. G 200 Ancient lands are those whose 
individual identity has ceased to exist in large part. Often numbers assigned 
here can be made to coincide with corresponding numbers for the same ap- 
proximate locality in G 300 to G 800, as illustrated in the examples in that sec- 
tion. Linguistic headings may be introduced into the classification at any 
point, as under S Speech, by adding, after S, the small letter 1, followed by the 
numbers of the L (Language) headings: S1534.2 Spanish folkspeech. If a 
speech area is large, it may be desirable to add, after the Language number, the 
small letter g, followed by the numbers of the G (Geography) headings: 
S$ 1534.2 g 762 Spanish folkspeech of Cuba. Linguistic and geographic headings 
may be introduced in like manner elsewhere as desired.
